This psper hss never flinched in its
earnest devotion to the canse of labor.
Doriog the mest trying times when no
other paper in this section dared to
espotse the cavse of the working-
men, when ell olher papers were
satservient advceates of corporate
menopolies and arrogant capitalists,
this psper bas boldly upheld the rights
of labirirg men t> exact humune
treatment and living wages from their
employers: Our eympathy with the
men recent’y emyployed intheamelting
works hss been publicly Jexpressed,
sud we only regret that onr sugges-
tion to seitle the diffirences between
them and the proprieters of these
works by arbitrat*m’ have not been
carricd out. We sill bope that an
amicable sdjustmedt of these
differecces may ba made. The at
tempt on the part of the Smelting
Works managers to replace their late
employes by colored men imported
from Kansas and Miseouri is likely to
precipitate a conflict that may end in
a bloody riot.

In thiscrisis we deem it our duty to
appeal to Omsha werkingmen for for-
bearnuce. However aggravating the
conduct of the smelting works mana-
ge's may be, you canoot affurd to
svek redress for your wrongs by wvio-
lence.

Remember that thelaw officers, mu-
nicipal and etate, are sworn to pre-
scrve Lthe public peace—to protect the
lives and property cf all citizane, black
or white, rich or poor, You can only
commwand public sympathy as long as
you contend for youryights with'n the
bounderies of the law. Do not, un-
der any circumstances, resort to fores,
esje islly the force of arms.
Such a coursa would be snic.dal
Such an attempt wounld place the most
pewerful weapon in the hands of your
enemier, the protext that public sifety
demands your incarceration In prisons
as felons. That will neverdo. You
cannot afford it not only for yoar own
pakes bul tor your families and the
good name ¢f American workingmen.

Remember ealso that the cost
of a rict, the damsges fo prop
ety would fall mnot upon the

Smeltiog Works proprie'ors, but upon
the city and upon every tax-payer in
it.

THE SOLID SIX,

Nebraska Sends her Voice and
Votes to Cheer the Man
From Blaine.

A Spirited Contest Amicably
Settled.

BSpeeches by Prominent Men—
FProceedings in Detail.

Covvymers, May 20.—The republi-
cad stata convention, which closed its
labors at five this morning, after an
all-night's seasion, was by all odds the
most imposing political sssemblsge
ever held in Nubraska, It excelled
all previous eonventions of all parties,
not vnly in point of numbers, but in
tho array of brilliant torensic talent
and the supericr intelligence of the
ent're boly. The oontest betwe:n the
followers of Geant and Blaine was
spirited throughout, and at times quite
exciting. The Grant minority was
compact, well organized and handled
with admirabletict by veteranleaders.
The Blaive men, relying on thsir
superiority of numbe's, were
not a8 well disciplined and soms:
times %00 magnanimous in
the a imission of contestingdelegations
of opposite complexion, wha asubse-
guently were used with effect against
them, The turning point of the con-
teat was the defeat by a very close
vote of the attempt of the
Grant leaders to procure a
vote by ballot instead of viva voce
by coanties—which compelled every
man to show his cclors.

The entire proceedings were char-
acterized by remarkably good feeling
and a disposition to avoid personali-
ties.

THE CURTAIN RISES,

On Wednesday evening, after sun-
down, the Colambus opera houss, a
large wooden structure, with audito-
rium oa the ground floor and a seat-
ing cavacity of about four hundred,
including the stage, presented an ani-
mated ecene.

The stage had been draped with na-
tional colors, and the floor had been
divided among the respeotive counties
by standards designating each delega-
tion. Admission to the hallwas by
ticket, each delegate baing assigned
to a particular seat numbered on his
card. By 8 o'clock, when every dele-
gsto was in his seat, the eonvention
was called to crder by Hon. James
W. Dawes, chairman of the state com-
mittee. On motion of Mr, Cowin, of
Douglas, Hon. Geo. W. Collins, of
Pawves, was chosen temporary chair-
man, and Messrs J. D. Evans, of
Clay; A. D. Brainard, of Boone, and

Mr. Laird esteemed it alike a pleas.
ure and a duty to say that he was for

I have
been placarded through jourpals in
rivelry with me as the originator of
tre Sherman boom.
